knew smoking is not a health 
hazard and does not du ll the mind. 
I based

We may take professional baseball 
players as examples of people who 
are healthy. I do not know how 
u niversal the habit of smoking is 
among them, bu t all the ones I 
ever kne-A >moked some du ring the 
« ea*nn. nnd it did not seem to in- 
terfeie with their efficiency. It is 
my impression that athletic direc­ 
tor* generally do not insist on 
abstinence from tobaeco du ring 
training a* mu ch as they u sed to. 
And if health is proved by physi­ 
cal beau ty, why, we have the testi­ 
mony of all the most entrancing 
women of screen, stage and society 
proclaiming their devotion to one 
cigarette or another. 


Intellectu al Prowess 


As to intellectu al prowess, we 
mu « a 
conclu de from the 
most 
casu al peru sal of the newsprints 
th a t the destinies of the world arc 
in the hands of the smokers. Mr. 
Roosevelt with hi* cigarette holder 
and Mr. Chu rchill with his cigar 
are comprehensive enou gh exam­ 
ples. 
However, it appears we may all 
ho wrong. I was not aware of any 
scientific stu dy of the su bject 
when I wrote as I did, bu t throu gh 
the cou rtesy of Pryu s Hopkins, 
Ph.D., of Claremont College, Cali­ 
fornia, I am in receipt of a stu dy 
caked ‘‘The Stu dent Who Smokes," 
by J. Rosslyn Earp, Director of 
the Department of Hygiene, An­ 
tioch College, Ohio. 
Dr. E arp stu died winner* of 
au letic events in two intercol- 
leg.ate track meets and fou nd that 


I of those who took first place in the 
t 
yard » da*b, po!* van!*-, high 
ju mp, mile ru n, etc., eight were 
non-smokers, and fo u r smoked at 
least to some extent. ( The winner 
of the IOO yard dash was classed 
a* a heavy smoker.) Those win­ 
ning 
second 
place 
were 
non­ 
smoker* in fen cases. light smok­ 
ers in one instance, and u nrecord­ 
ed in one instance. 


Comparison in Stu dents 


A* to scholarship, based on 
grade* in college, there is Pu le to 
choose between the smoker* and 
non-smokers. One hu ndred aeven- 
ty-seven smokers made a mean 
grade of 3.14 and 176 non-smokers 
made a mean grade of 3.51. Tb s 
slight advantage in favo r of the 
non-smokers is almost accou nted 
fo r by what is known in statistical 
science as probable error. Fo rty- 
two per cent of light smokers and 
62 per cent of heavy smokers, and 
31 per cent of non-smoker* failed 
to reach the diploma grade (had 
to improve their standing or leave 
college). 
On inha ling—111 inhalers had 
a mean grade of 3.04, while 69 non- 
inhalers had a mean grade of 3.32. 


Dr. Earp conclu des: 
1. A tendency fo r non-smokers 
to su rpass smokers in athletic 
achievement is shown, althou gh no 
clu e has been afforded for a physi­ 
ological explanation of the su peri­ 
ority of the non-smokers. 


Indispu table Association 


2. An indispu table association 
between the smoking habit and 
inferior scholarship exists. Evi­ 
dence is addu ced in favor of the 
hypothesis that low scholarship is 
in part at least directly du e to the 
habit of smoking. In particu lar it 
is noted that smokers who inhale 
the smoke have lower scholarship 
than those who do not. 
3. The decision to begin smok­ 
ing is taken withou t any appeal 
to reason in the great majo rity of 
cases. 
4. That the habits of tha father 
in regard to the u se of tobacco 
exercise a definite influ ence u pon 
the habits of the son.

In each cell th e re are fro m o ne 
to several 
do zen Go lgi 
bodies. 
W ithin these bodies, the raw m a ­ 
terials are a p p a re ntly transfo rm ­ 
ed into the special 
kinds of fats 
and 
pro teins 
characteristic of 
each tissu e. 
Existence W as D o u bted 
M o st of the Go lgi bo dies are so 
dim inu tive — ab o u t o ne-tw enty-

What Made The My stery 
T he m ystery a b o u t Golgi bo d­

o f certain heav y metals. Then t|ie 
Go lg i bo dies sho wed up as ripg s, 
ro ds and netwo rks. It had nev er 
been certain 
that these 
fo rms 


w’ere no t m ere ly precipitatio ns of 
the m etallic salt. 
The co rrespo nding living stru c ­ 
tu res are in the 
fo rm of m inu te 
granu les and 
sm all balls, qu ite 
d ifferent in shape fro m the Golgi 
bodies o f dead cells. These bodies 
h ave been kno w n for years, bu t 
it had never been sho w n co nclu ­ 
sively 
that they are the 
living 
rep resentative

Blue Stain Used 
The W o rleys u sed a m ethy lene

MONTGOMERY WARDS REPLY 


TO THE 


PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES 


Mr. President: 


We have your telegram of April 23, 1944. 


Wards welcomes the suggestion that an election be held at an early date to de­ 
termine the employees' choice of representation. The question whether the union 
represents a majority of the employees in Wards mail order house and store in Chicago 
has been pending since November 16, 1943. Wards has repeatedly urged a prompt 
determination of this question, and has publicly announced a readiness to recognize 
the union when proof of its representation is presented. Although over five montht 
have elapsed since the question arose) the union has refused to show that it is the 
majority choice of the employees by either a card check or an election. 


Wards will continue to observe the wages, hours, and related terms of employ­ 
ment as they were before the expiration of the former contract. Wards has made no 
change in any of these conditions since December 8, 1942, and could not do so under 
the wage stabilization law without prior governmental approval. 


Your assertion that the strike is interfering with the distribution of essential 
goods is based upon misinformation. On April 13, the United States Post Office, pre­ 
sumably acting on orders from Washington, removed its seventy employees from the 
mail order house. For more than thirty years the Post Office has maintained this de­ 
partment for the purpose of handling parcel post shipments to Wards customers. On 
April 17, the United States Postoffice refused to deliver to Wards incoming parcels 
from customers on which postage had been fully paid. Despite the assistance given to 
the strike by the United States Post Office, Wards store has been open for business 
during the usual hours each day since the strike began and Wards is up to date in the 
filling of moil orders. 


Although Wards welcomes on early election, Wards cannot, under the low, grant 
special privileges to the union pending the election. To grant maintenance of union 
membership before the election is held, as the W ar Labor Board has ordered, would 
not only violate the employees' fundamental liberty of free choice but it would also 
permit the union to demand the discharge of all the employees who have resigned 
from the union since December 8, 1943. Compliance with the board's order would 
thus make a mockery of the democratic right of employees to choose their bargaining 
representatives freely and without interference. 


By ordering the retroactive reinstatement of maintenance of membership, the W ar 
Labor Board has demonstrated its utterly unfair character, and its complete disregard 
of the command of Congress that its orders conform to the National Labor Relations 
Act. 


Wards experience with the W ar Labor Board over a period of two years has con­ 
vinced Wards that the board is a means by which special privileges are granted to 
labor unions. The union members of the W ar Labor Board are men chosen for leader­ 
ship by the unions, and have actually advanced the interests of the unions. The so­ 
called public members hove consistently joined with the union members to support tho 
demands of organized labor. The so-called industry members ore committed to a pol­ 
icy of supporting the majority vote of the union members and the union-dominated 
public members. 


The W ar Labor Board has always claimed that its orders are low and must bo 
obeyed. It has coerced innumerable employers into acceptance of its order by threat­ 
ening the seizure of their businesses. 


When Words brought suit to hove the board's orders declared illegal, the board 
asked the courts to dismiss the case. IN DIRECT CONTRADICTION TO ITS PREVI­ 
OUS CLAIMS OF POWER, THE BOARD'S PLEA TO THE COURT WAS TH AT ITS 
ORDERS WERE NOT "LEGALLY BINDING ," BUT WERE ONLY "ADVICE" W H IC H 
WARDS NEED NOT ACCEPT. The purpose of this plea was to deny Words a trial be­ 
fore the courts. The issues raised by Words case against the W ar Labor Board ort 
judicial questions which under the Constitution only the courts may decide. The W ar 
Labor Board, by asking you to force Words to comply with its order while seeking to 
deprive Words of on opportunity for a hearing in the courts, has demonstrated its 
lack of respect for our Constitution and the fundamental rights which the Constitution 
guarantees. 


Your assertion that, if Words does not accept your direction, you will toke further 
action, has been construed by the press to threaten the seizure of Wards plant and 
business. 


The Constitution of the United States guarantees to the people the protection of 
those fundamental rights without which there can be no liberty. Under the Constitu­ 
tion, Congress is the sole law-making authority. Neither the president of the United 
States nor any other official has the legal right to seize any business or property either 
in time of peace or in time of war unless Congress has expressly given him the power 
to do so. 


Congress has given the president no power to seize the non-war business of Mont­ 
gomery Ward. Any seizure of Wards plant or business would be in complete disregard 
of the Constitution which the president is sworn to uphold and defend. 


Wards has violated no low nor denied to the union any privilege to which it is 


legally entitled.
